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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1-33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection as set forth below in this office action. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 9, 17 and 25-29 all recite the limitation "the network" in line 5. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in these claims. 

Claim 32 recites "the time information" in line 1 . There Is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in these claims. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
forni the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

Claims 1-27 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Cuomo etal., U.S patent No. 6,185,614. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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As per claims 1-2, 5-10, 13-18 and 21-27 and 29, Cuomo teaclies a method for 
collecting behavioral information about a user comprising: 

obtaining a set of one of more rules for collecting information by a first application 
on a client, utilizing the first application to monitor a second application on the client in 
communication with a network for infonnatlon that satisfies one or more rules of the set 
of rules, wherein the second application is utilized by a user to access sites coupled to 
the network, collecting information that satisfies one or more rules of the set of rules 
from the second application utilizing the first application, storing at least a portion of the 
collected Infonnatlon on the client utilizing the first application, and receiving content via 
the network for presentment by the first application based on the portion of the collected 
information stored on the client, and wherein the set of one or more rules is obtained 
utilizing the network, wherein the content includes one or more additional rules for 
controlling the presentment of the content, wherein a portion of the collected information 
is transmitted to a location utilizing the network, and the infomiation including an 
identifier (Figures 1-4 and CI L18-C2 L30 and C7 L8-C10 L31). 

As per claims 3, 1 1 and 19, Cuomo teaches the rules being updated based on 
the collected infomiation (C6 LI -30). 

As per claims 4, 12 and 20, Coumo teaches the use of a trigger for notifying a 
location via the network (C6 L30-42). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) whicli forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 28 and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Coumo, as applied to claim 1 above, in view of Official Notice. 

As per claims 28 and 33, the rejection of claim 1 is applied from above. 

Coumo does not specifically teach a table but this feature would have been 
obvious since it would provide a simple and efficient means of recording behavior 
information for a user. A table is well known in the art of databases and would 
obviously form a sufficient means of recording web site infomriation so that an adequate 
representation of a user can be effectively made. 

As per claims 30-32, the use of a browser monitoring software is well known and 
would obvious form a more efTective means of monitoring network usage of web related 
sites since it would provide the system with a simple way of tracking the behavior of the 
user. Furthermore, the use of timers for recording when the user accesses a web site 
would obviously form a more effective monitoring system since it would provide time 
details about particular users, thereby giving the system the ability to determine when 
and where web traffic is the heaviest.
